The second annual exhibition of objects acquired by The Cleveland Museum o f Art 
during i 960 will be on view beginning November 30* The exhibition includes 100 notable 
objects* 
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Paintings and sculpture dominate the show* THE H)LZ HJHSE Of NAZARETH, a dramatic 

canvas by Zurbaran, and Monet* s WATER LILIES are among the 24 paintings on display* 

A new development is the group of avant-garde works by such artists as Soulages, 
Hofmann, Marca-Relli, Baziotes, and Penalba, 

Ten important new sculptures represent such widely separated cultures a3 Medieval 
Prance, early Renaissance Italy, tribal Africa, and Medieval Japan* Particularly 
valuable are a unique Persian bust of lapis lazuli and a rare granite RjRTRAlI op 
AKENEMHAT III from Middle Kingdom Ifeypt. 

The three famous medieval tapestries from the Chateau de Chauaont ia Prance are 
extraordinary in their quality and condition. Also on view are 40 new prints and 
drawings, and 23 other objects including many ancient Chinese bronzes and delicate 
porcelains, and a beautiful pair of Japanese folding screens* 

Startling results accomplished by cleaning and restoration are demonstrated in 
this year*s show* Some of the furniture, sculpture and paintings are spectacularly 
changed for the better* *To acquire fine works of art means a responsibility to 
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maintain them,* says Dr* Sherman E. Lee, Director of the Museum* 

THE YEAR IN REVIEW once again affirms the continuing excellence o f the Museum* s 
collection* The show will be on view through January 1. 
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
